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Police Captain O'Malley says that he is 
convinced that the blowing up of the build- 
ing at the corner of Broadway and Brook- 
lyn street at 7 o’clock Wednesday night 
was not accidental. He says that he has 
evidence that it was done purposely and 
declares that arrests will follow. 

The wreck of the building is nearly com- 
plete. After the explosion the place caught 
tire and the flames almost completed the 
work begun by the explosive. 

The explosion took place in the drug store 
of Dr. John L. Cassily at the Southwest 
corner of Broadway and Brooklyn street. 
, | lt damaged the drug store and the barber 

shop of Eckles & Sommers, adjoining it on 

the south. Dr. Cassily was painfully in- 
jured in the explosion. His face was filled 
with broken bits of glass and he was badiy 
bruised.

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MURDER MYSTERY 
BAFFLES OFFICERS 


New York Woman’s Body 
Found in East River. 


WORE ONLY PAIR OF SHOES 


DETECTIVES HAVE FAILED TO Es- 
TABLISH HER IDENTITY. 


Authorities Believe That Poison Was 
Administered and the Body Thrown 
Into the River to Hide 
the Crime. 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Detectives are 
searching the water front loking for clews 
that may lead to establishing the identity 
of the woman found dead and nude in the 
Hast river at the foot of Harrison street 
on the Brooklyn side. 

The woman was apparently 35 years old, 
wes 5 feet 5 inches in height and weighed 
more than 200 pounds. 

The features are full and there fsa pro- 
mounced double chin. The hands are well- 
shaped and soft and were not accustomed 
to hard labor. 

When found there was no clothing on 
the body except a pair of black Oxford tie 
shoes. No stockings were on the feet, though 
the shoes were tightly laced. 

The shoes were of a fair quality and had 


apparently been worn but a short time. 
e had no marks on them except ‘8 E. 


The third finger of the right hand was 
marked as if a wide ring a trifle too 
emall had been worn previously and the 
ears were pierced. No ring nor earrings 
were on the body. 

Police Believe Drugs 

Were Used by Murderer. 

The upper teeth are all in place and 
@re sound,‘ but three lower front teeth are 
missing. The eyes are gray. 

Detective Stoddard, from police headquar- 
ters, has made a search up and down 
the river, but has not heard of any miss- 
ing woman. 

he police think the woman was mur- 
dered. In no other way can they account 
for her nude condition. 

They think she may have been killed 
by a drug. She may have been flung into 
the river or she may have been drowned 
without being drugged. 

Meantime half a dozen detectives are 
working on the case. Their efforts so far 
have been fruitless. 

Emil F. Hartung, coroner’s physician, 
made an autopsy at the Brooklyn morgue. 
His examination revealed that the woman 
Was very well nourished up to the time 
of death. The lungs and stomach were 
filled with water, showing that death had 
been caused by drowning. 

he woman’s liver was much enlarged, 
showing that she. was addicted to al- 
cohol. A cyst on the back of her head, 
about the size of a hen's egg, will prove 
a good clew to her identification. This 
cyst had been there for years, as had also 
the ulcer on the left leg which, the police 
say, accounts for the right shoe being 
worn at the heel. 

The police consider the case one of the

Body Found Floafing 

Face Downward. 

Luigi Baccohi, the quartermaster of the 
steamship Karamania of the Anchor line,

Stores near the foot of Harrison street, had 
his attention attracted to a white object 
floating in the water, rising and falling with 
the ripples that came into the slip from 
the river without. 

A closer glance told him the object was 
a human body floating face downward be- 
tween the steamer and the grain elevator 
Egypt.

Save for the neat Oxford ties the body 
was naked. There were no stockings and 
not a shred of clothing of any kind and 
no indications that any had been on it when 
it got in the water. 

The woman seemed to be about 30 or 35 
years old. Her features were regular. Her 
skin was soft and white. Her face, how- 
ever, was tanned by the sun as were also 
her hands. This was taken at first as in- 
dicating that she spent much time on the 
water, but it might also have resulted from 
exposure. 

A mass of light brown hair crowned the 
woman's head. It had become undone and 
fell over the shoulders and bosom in tangled 
confusion. 

No marks of violence appeared on the 
body. A wound was discovered on the left 
leg. but examination showed that it was an 
old one that had not fully healed. It was 
a@bout three inches long. 

Watermen who examined the body gave it 
as their opinion that it had not been more 
than two days in the water. 

They also said that it had probably been 
@arried up the river by the tide. The tide 
Was at the flood when the body was found 
and.a strong northwest wind was blowing. 
The Union Stores slip is opposite Gover-

It might have come from the Bay Ridge 
or from Staten Island or Jersey or have 
been carried down the North River, swept 
around Governor's Island and carried up 
the channel to the Brooklyn shore.

had a long and difficult search for her own 
mother, who had placed her in the care o* 
the Thornes when she was a baby. Later 
they adopted her formally. 

Mr. Thorne met Mrs. Huff on a train 
coming from Boston one day and fell un- 
der the spell of her fascinations at once. | 
Her husband was a floorwalker at a salary 
of $18 a week, but before lon x the old mat 
built_a house for them on his Staten Island | 
property, and later Mrs. Huff came to live 
under his roof. Mrs. Thorne was heart- 
broken and her daughter sided with her in 

rotesting against the stranger. Society in 

taten Island refused to receive the new- 
‘comer, and Thorne bought a place in Os- 
sining and took the Huffs there with him. 

When Thorne’s will was offered for pro- 
bate before Surrogate Silkman, it was 
found that the estate had dwindled.
